Thefe. Loue-lockes, or Eare-lockes, in which too 
many of our Nation haue of late begon to glory : what 
euer they may feeme to bee in the eyes, and ludgements 
of many humorous, fingular, Efeminate, roffianly, vaine- 
glorious,or time feruing perfons,who repute anddeeme 
them a very generous, neceflary, beautifull, and come- 
ly ornament : are yet notwithftanding , but fo many 
(7) badges of infamie, Effeminacy, vanitie, fingularitic, 
pride, lafciuioufnefle, and fhame, in the eyes of God, 
andin the iudgement of all godly Chriftians, and Grate 
or Ciuill men : yea, they are fuch vnnaturall, finfull, and 
vnlawfull ornaments, that it is altogether vnfeemely, 
gnd vnlawful for any tonourifh, vfe, or weare them: Left 
this fhould feeme a harfh,a falfe,or idle Paradox,to Ruf- 
fians, and fuch fantaftique perfons as are delighted in 
them; I will here propound fome arguments,and reafons 
to cuince this true though ftrange and flew Conclufion:

for my owrte pare, I neuer heard nor read as yet, that 
they wereeuer.worne, vfed, or approoued, by any Sin- 
ecré, Sober,Graue, or godly Chriftiansin former ages: 
Whetefore it mult needesbe afhame, if not a Sinne tor 
vs who beare the habit and name of Chriftians, to deui- 
ate from the vfeand cuftome of our countrey, and from 
the patcerne, and practife of the (z) Saints in former ages, 
in taking vp thefe Vaine, Effeminate, Lafciuions, and 
vnnaturall Loue-lockes,in imitation of thefe Rude,thefe 
Barbarous, Fffeminate, Idolatrous, and Gracelefle Pa- 
gans, whole Guile,whofe Wayes,whofe fafhions,Rites, 
and Cuftomes,no Chriftians are to follow. :

Uf thefe two!Arguments will not conuince our — 
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locke wearers, then letthemhearken toathird, from 
which there can be no euafion, 


That which is contrary to the very Word of God, and 
Law of Nature, muft needesbe Euill, Sinfull, Vn-

But che nourifhing, and wearing of Loue-lockes, is 

contrary to the word of God, and Law of Nature, 

T herefore it muft needes be Euill, Sinful,Valawful, and 

Abominable, 

The Maiorneman dares controule, vnicfie hee will 
Atheiftically condemne both God and Nature too: the 
afflumption I fhall preoue in both particulars : firft I 
fay, thatthenourifhing, or wearing of Loue lockes is 
contrary tothe very Word of God; as is maniteft by 
Ezech. 44. 20. compared with Leunit. 39.27, and21.9§. 


T hey {hall not foane, nor round, nor make bald their Meads, | 


xor fuffer. their Lockes to grow long, they {hall onely pole 
their Heads, and by the 1. Cor.11. 14. wherethe Scrip ~ 
ture, and Natureit felfe informe us : that tt is a fhame for 
a man te Weare long Haire : Now thofe who weare, or 
nourith Loue-lockes ; they doe not pole thesr Heads they 
weare long Haire,and they fuffer their Lockes to grow long:

oppolite, and contrary.to the Law of Nature: But even 
Naturall, and Ciuillamen doe vtterly abhorre, condemne, 
and loathe the nourifhing, and wearing of thefe Loue- 
lockes, and Ruihanly , or excefliue long Haire; their 
very Hearts, and Stomackes, doe rife vp in indignation 
againft them,and abhorre the very fight,and thoughts of 
them, (as euery mans owne experience can fuificiently 
teftifie and that which the very grounds, and Principles 
of Nature; which hath ftamped, and ingrauen in mens 
Hearts, a fecret Antipathy, and diflike againft thefe 
Loue-lockes , and long Haire in men’: Hence was ir, 
(s) that Pope Benedict the ninth enioyned all the Polonians 
wpon release of Cazimir the firft, their King, who had entred 
into Religton, to cut their Haire aboue their Eares, and not 
to fuffer it to grow long : Hence was it, that (2) Theophilus 
the Emperour enacted a Law ; that all men fhould cut their 
Haire fhovt, and that no Rowmaz fhould faffer tt to grow be- 
low his necke, under paine of (exere Whipping : Hence was 
it, thar (4) King Henry the firft, commanded mens lon 
Haire to be cut of (as our luftices, and Iudges at the Affi- 
fes oft times doe, ) as being again(t God,aud Natures Law: 
(an Inianction which wouid well befit our Ruffanly 
times :) therefore they muft needes bee contrary to the 
Law of Nature. 

Thirdly, the very Law of Nature doeth inftigate, and 
teach all Ciuill, Graue, and Sober men, who liue ynder 
any Good, and Ciuill gouernment, to weare their Haire 
ofa moderate, and decent length; and to aneid the wea- 
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riag, and nourifhing of thefe Loue-lockes, and immode-= 
rate long Haire: W hat is the reafon that our Nation did 
generally heretofore,and doeth yet for the moft part,cut 
their Haire of a Decent, Graue, and Comely manner, 
without any referuation of a Loue-locke ; is it not more 
from the very direction, law, aduife,or dictate of (+) Na- 
sure,which doeth fecretly mforme them of the decency, 
and fitnefle of it, then fromany binding Law, or cuftome 
of our Countrey * doubtleffe it is.- If then Nature doeth, 
teach men thus to cut their Haire: the nourifhing of

But it may bee fome will here obiect and fay; that the 
Haire, and Louc-lockes which they weare, are {uppofiti- 
tious, falfe, and counterfeite, and not their owne: there- 
fore they violate no Law of God, nor Nature, fince the 
long Haire they vfe, is but borrowed, and aduenticious, 
their owne being fhort enough: perchance, but little or 
none at all. 

To thts lanfwere firft; that the wearing of counter- 
feite, falfe, and {uppofititious Haire,is («) utterly unlaw- 
fll, though it bee now fo rife and common, both in our 
Mafculine, and Female fex: Firft, becaufe wee haue no 
Precept, no Record, no Warrant, nor Example for it in 
the Scriptures, (y) Which are the onely rules Wee are to 
walks by: The Idolatrous and Effeminate (x) (Wedes, 
(not any Saints, nor Chriftians that we can read of) Were 
the firfi that vfed thea falfe, and counterfeite Haire : there- 
fore Chriftians may not vfe it. Secondly, becaufe God 
hath giuen enery man & woman fuch Haire,as is moft na- 
turall, and futable vnto them,of purpofe that they fhould 
weare and vfeit, and not contemne it, nor be afhamed of 
it : thofe therefore who diflike the quantity, or quality 
of that Haire, which Gods wifedome hath affigned to 
them, and therefore purchafe the hairy Excrements of 
fome other perfon, to Adorne and Beautifie their Heads 
withall; muft needes incurre Gods Iudgement ; becaufe 
they taxe and cenfure God, and labour to corre@j. and 
change his worke: Thirdly ,becaufe this wearing of falfe 
and counterfeite Haire,doeth alway arife from pride and 
vaine-glory: in that wee defireto (4) be more beautifull, 
and comely then God hath made vs: or from concupifcence, 
or vncleannefie.in that wefeeke to ihefcate,and Pate 
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thofe with this artificiall, and acquifite Haire, and beau- 
tie, which our owne naturall Haire, and feature would 
not mooue: or froma vaine,and finfull lewitie of minde, 
whereby we defire to take vp,and follow the vaine,abo- 
minable, wicked, and Worldly gusfes, fafhions, and cruftomes 
of the times, Which Chriftians muff, (a) abominate : or out 
of a vaine-glorious, and fantaftique defire of fingulart- 
tie, or differencing our felues from others: or out of an 
intent, or purpofe todelude, and coufen others, by per- 
{wading them by this Hellifh wile: that our Haire, and 
fo our Complexions, Conftitutions, and Conditions, 
(which are oft difcouered by the Haire, ) are not the 
{ame they are : or out of acurfed obftinacy, Rebellion, 
and Difobedience to God, and to his Lawes, orto the 
Countell, Aduice , and Admonition of his Saints, and

it felfe : Wherefore thruft away this bondage of attire from 
your fore-heads.

who dare to weare, andnourith Loue-lockes, asainit the 
Lawes.of God, and Nature: and the Modeft, Decenr, 
Graue, and ctuill Tonfure, Cut, and Cuftome of their 
Countrey; of purpofe for to pleafe,or Humour,a Vaine, 
Fantaftiqne , Light, or Whorifh Miftrefle, Dame; or 

weete-heart? or to bequeath them at the laft to fome 
Impudeut, Shameleffe, or Vaine-glorious Harlot, (the 
(xj onely Gulfe to {wallow, and demoure Soules without Rea 
dimption: )to wearethem like fome Goodly, Rich, or 
Pretious Jewels in their Eares, as an open Herauld, 
Badge, or Teftimonie, to proclaime thofe Reciprocall, 
Amourous, Vnchaft, and Luftfall affe&ions, which 
they beare one to another, to their difgrace, and fhame? 
Doceth this befeeme a Chriftian,or a Childe of God ? are 
thefe things tolerable in Carnall,Graue,or Ciuillj much 
more ia honeft, Chaft, or Graeious perfons, (4) whofe 
very Culture, Haire, and Tonfure, fhould manifeft, and 
Proclaimét heir Chaftitie unto the view of others ? Were 
there euer fuch patternes, or prefidents-as thefe, to be 
found in any age, in Chaft, or Modeft men? in any of 
Gods Saints, er Children? or in the Church of Ged?

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Certainely, I never heard, nor read as yer of any fuch, 
And I dare fay, no man elfe. Wherefore, let thofe who 
nourith Loue-lockes for this end, (as many doe,) and 
yet dare affune the name, or face of Chiviftians to them- 
felues, (6) cuen blufe, ana bide their beads n for foame, nay, 
yeXe, af fie, and grieve their Hearts, and Soules, at the 
wery remembrahce, and thoughts of this, and all thofe 
other Vaine, Lafcivions, Odious, Scandalons, Sinfull, 
and ynchriftian ends, for whichthey weare, and cherith 
Loue-lockes; which conuince the very vie, .and wearing 
of them to be enill.

I anfwere, that they are fo farre from being any Or- 
nament, Beautie, Grace or Credit to fach as owne 
them, that they are the very Brands, and Badges of their 
Infamie, and fhame : and shat by the vacrring verdiG, 
both of God and Nature, who expreff: ly informe vs : 
(4) that if @ man bane long Haire, itis {o farre from be- 
ing a Grace, or Ornament, that it 4s .afhame unto him: 
(e) ) with which the Pyihdcs. and (f) others dee concurre, 
Who dares then bee foimpudently bold, or fhameleffely 
wicked, astoeftimate, or repute that for an Ornament, 
Grace, or glory : which God and Nature, together with 


- the Fathers, and ali Godly, Graue,, and Holy men, re- 


pute, and ftile 4 fhame ? Lone-lockes, and long Hiasre,be- } 
yond the Sober-Ciuiil, Moderate, and decent tlength, of 
the more Religious, Graue, and Sober fort of men,are a 
very infamie, and fhame to men ; if Fathers, Chriftians, 
God, or Nature, may bee credited : therefore, they are 
not, they cannot, bee an Ornament, Beautie, Grace, or

Men: Now fhort Haire, or Haire of a Moderate , Or- 
dinary, Graue,and Decent length, is moft fuitable, and 
proportionable.co Nature, tothe condition of our Sex, 
and cuftome of our.

Amiable, andComely, bothin their owne, and others 
eves: whichend they hope 1s Laudable Good, and Iu- 
ftifiable. 

Tanfwere firft : thar this pretence 1s no wayes war. 
rantable : For if wee (2) muff not doe enill 1m any kinde, 
that fo good may come of it: much lefle ; may wee Curle, 
Die,or ouer-curiontiy decke ovr Haire, or Loue-lockes, 
of purpofe to improone, illaftrate, or fet out our Bean- 
tie:; whichiniits very beftacceptation, (k,) % burabrit- 
tle, momentany, fading, and infertor good. Wee all know, 
that the acquiring , intending , and enhancing of com- 
lineffe , and exteroall beauty , is made the commen in- 
gredient ; nay, thedaily Apologie, Patronage, Plea, 
and Tuftification of many enormions and finfull pradi- 
fes. Whence is it, that diuersiuftifie, and approoue the 
ynnaturallexecrable, meretricious, and infernall varni- 
fhing of their Faces : together with their immodett, 
ftrange, lafciuious, vr hriftian, and antique habits, fa~ 
fhions,andattires, (4) which God; which Fathers,whici 
Moderne Dininas, and Chriftian Authors ; nays, Tufidels, 
and Pagans hane fentenced, and doomed tothe pit of Hell ? 
Isit not from this conclufion ; that, they elenate, and 
enhaunce their Beautie , and make them more Lovely in 
their owne\, andothers eyes»? Whenceds it, that our 
Immodelt\Impudent, and (m7) mannifhV iragees, or au- 


~dacious Aden-Women; doevinaturally clip, and cub = 
“Haire ; wearing ther Lockes, and Fore-tops (-astaey 
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n Exfeminés ftilethem,) inan édious, and fhamieleffe manner, as if 
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(a )they were really transformed, and. tranfubftantiated into 
Males by a fupendious metamorphofis: is it not from this 
Apologie, Plea, and Iattification, that they doe it onely 
for Ornament, and Beauty fake’?

ricall lift of fundry women in former times, who haue 
Polled their Heads, and cut their Haire vpon fundry 
grounds and reaforis : but none of them out of Pride, or 
Fafhion-following as our Vsragoes doe. Some there 
were, who did cut their Haire by reafon of fome Reli- 
gious, Idolatrous, or Superftitious order, or profefsion) 
which they hadtaken vpon them, Wiatneffe the (0) Ve- 
fial Pirgines among the Romans ; who vpontheir initiation 
into that Superftitious, andretired Order, did fhaue their 
Heads, and hanged the Faire fhorne off as an holy thing 
upon @ Lote-tree nesre unto theeAltar of the Goddelfe 
Lucina ; from Whence. tt Was called, Lotus: capillata,er 
the Hairy Lote-tree: Witnefle, ( p) a Atonaftery of Reliw 
Lious Uirgines in eMexico, Who had their Haire cut: 
Witneffe (gq) Monicha the Daughter of San@ius a Iapa- 
mite; Who being conuerted tothe Faith of Chrift, did cnt 
her Haire which among the lapanites, ts abadge of a reti- 
red, and Religious life, free fromall Wordly effatres: and 
witneffe, the(r.) Ancient Nunnes in Egyyt, who vpor 
their entrance into their holy Orders, did ufe to cut their 
Haire : This cuftomeit feemes beeame. fome-what or- 
dinary among Reiigious perfons ; and: therefore the 
(s) Councell of Gangrain the ycere of our Lords '3246 
Cannon's 7. to preuent this irreligions, vnnaturall,; and 
vngodly pratife , inadted : That if any Woman fhould 
cut her Haire, under a fuppofed pretence of Piety, and Re- 
ligion, Which God had ginen her for a natural vaile, and 
for aremembrance of ber fubrettron, that {hee fhould beeat~ 
carfed, asan infringer. of the preceptvof fubsettion:. Other 
women hauetheir Haire incale of Neceisicie, for the 
$3) Bp en Pe 
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ribecenfean women, When they are to bee Married, are polled 
before unto the eye-browes , but remaine bulhy bebinde. All 
thefe recited women haue thus vnnaturally cut that 
Haire, from the very pra@ife, vie, and cuftome of their 
Countrey : But what faith Saint e4mbrofe in the like 
cafe; (kh) Maior eff natura quam patria : the law of ha- 
ture (1) which probibits Women for te cut their Flaire, ) 
is ftronger then the cuftome of any Countrey , which 
allowesthem forto cutie: fothac this caftome cannot 


excufe, nor iuftifie thofe who vfe,and praGife it, Other 


women there are, who haue cut their haire of purpofe 

to ‘confecrate it to fome Deuill-god , or Goddefle: 

(m ) In Stcyonta all the Women did fhaue off their Fiaire, in 
honour of the Goddeffe of Health; and then confecrate it uns 
to ber for a Sacrifice. (n) T he Veftall Virgines did ufually 
cut their hatre to confecrate it tothe Goddeffe Lucina: In 
(0) T reXane, the Girls did cut their haire to confecrate it to 
Hippolycus : a fit Sacrifice for chefe Heatheh Idoles. 

Orhers there are , who haue vfua'ly cut their haire, in 
token of gricfe, and forrow, at the death and obfequies 
of their husbands, Friends, Children, Princes, and the 
like. The (*) Grecian women, When as their Husbands, or 

neare Friends died, didufe to cut their Haire in token of 
gritfe; and forrow for their deaths, cafting it intothe fire, 
Wherein their Husbands, and Friends were burned , or elfe 
binging it oner their Graues , and T ombes, {p) Thus did 
Theophano (haue her felfe,upont he death of Stauratius ber 
Husband: (4) If an Tfraclite,er lew had taken awy Captine 
Woman, that was beautiful which he defired to take unto him 
for his wifeshe was thew to bring her home into his hexfe: and 
there fhee muft {hane ber bead, and paire her natles, and there 
remaine a full moneth,to bewaile her Father, and her Mother. 
(r)T be Roman, German, Milefian, 4ihiopianand Aface- 
donian women, When as.their Sons,theer Brothers, Husbands 


or great men died, did vfe te cut their haire in token of griefe, 


and forrow. When (s) Germanicus died , certaine barba- 
rom Kings aid: fo lansent his death, that they polled thes 
Wines 
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wines inteffimony of their Heauineffe and Sorrow for bins. 


(t) When the Prince of Chubdan dieth, his wiues in blacke 
with fhanen heads continually mourne: (8) T he Perfians 
When as any great man died, did ufe to (haue thetr Wines ,to 
excpreffe their griefe and mourmng: (x) Among the Cana- 
ri], when as theHusband dieth bus wife cutteth off her hasre, 
T he (7) ein. and (x) Milefians recetuing a great, and 
publick ontrthrow did fhane the heads of enery per fon thraug- 
out their Countrey and NN ation , in token of their forrow, 
(a\Ia~Malaber, when as the King dieth and ws buried,they 
all fhaue their heads : (b) And fo in Florida, When as the 
King dieth both men and Women cut off balfetheir Flaire,to 
expreffe and tefiifie their griefe, and mourning. An ynnata- 
rall,impudent, and (hameleffe griefe, and {orrow, that is 
teftified by fuch vanaturall, mannifh, and thamefull ex- 
preffions. Orher women are there, whohaue had their 
Haire {horne off by way of punifhment, arid corre@ion, 
for fome notoricus crime. The (c) Ancient- Germans, 
When as they tooke their wines in Adultery , did vfe tocnt 
off their Haire firft then did they ftrip them naked, and Whip 
them through the Village where they lined , and fo put them 
away. (a) Mary the wife of Conftantine, rhe fonze of Irene; 
the wife of Conftantine, the foane of Leo, the wife of Ar- 
‘gyrus,,and the @ [ter of Zoe the Enpreffe were thus polled, 
and then Diuoreed, and puntfhed for their incomtinency, and 
Juch like offences: (e) fn Bengala, and fa likewife among 
the Indian Bramanes , if Yoomen refufid tobe burned with 
their Husbands they had their beads polled,and their Hlatre 
cut off, as a fenere and infamous punifhment, and they were 
exer aftcr reputed aifhoneft Women. Among the(f )Indians, 
French, and Tuntans, thofe who were guilty of the greateft 
crimes, Were to haue therr Haire cut off - Which was reputed 
the moft infamous fencre, ee heany punifhment of all others: 
Which teftifies, chat ic isthe molt intamous,vanactarail, 
and fhamefull chiog, that can befalla woman, ( noi a 
grace,or ornawent,) to cut orclipher Haire. Yourhaue 


now heard a large Hiftoricall Natration of women who. 
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hane cut their Haire in whole, or. part, fer fundry ends 

and purpofes, again‘t the very order, law, and rule of 
God and natare, which none can violate,or tranfgreffe, 
without apparant loffe, and hazard to their foules: Bue 

(g) neuer could I read or heave of any,that were fe ftrange- 

ly Impadent , Immodeft, Manuifh, and vnnaturally 

wicked; astoclip and cut their Haire, agaihit the Or- 
dinance of God, and Nature, the light and teltimony of 
their owne Con(ciences ;, the cuftome of their Coun- 
trey, andthe opinion and practife of the Church, ana 
Saints, of God from Age to Age, of purpofe to inhance, 
illuftrate, or fet out their beauty ; bat onely owr auda- 
cious, brazen-faced,; fhameleffe, (if not vnchaft, and 
whorifh, ) Englifh Hermophrodites, or Man-women- 
Moniters ; whofe prodigious, and blufhlefle impudency, 
bids bittelJ-and defiance vnto Heauen it felfe, and dares 

the Lordto. finite, or ro controule them: Certainely, 
God himfelfe hathteftified, (h) that it 4 an unnatural, 
vile, and [bameleffe thing for Women to pot their heads, or 
cut their Haire « therefore they may not clip, nor cut it 
as.they doe, to fer out their beauty, or ratherto pro- 
claime their Shamelefle impudency tothe publike view. 
If they may not doe it, out of a pretenfe of Religion, 
or Devotiontowards God: as the Conanfeh of Gangra 
hath refolueds muchileffe may they vfe it out of Lafci- 
pioufnefi, Pride, Wantonnefle ; or any affe&ation of 
Comiinefle, and Beauty. But to returne againe ynto 
our purpofe from whence we haue fomewhat, ( though 
not impertinently ) digreffed. As women may not clip 
their Haire, (nonor Painttheir Faces, nor weare im. 
modeft apparell, or atcires : ) ont of a prerenfe of com. 
linefle, and beautie : no more ought men to nourifh, 
crifpe, or frizell it, for this ende andpurpofe. Firft, be-
